The association of spring with song is universal—has been universal 
down the ages; for in the spring, nature awakes from long hibernal sleep to 
the notes of its own orchestra and the song of its own choristers. What 
more fitting then than that the soul of man should “blossom in singing”’ 
when spring brings life anew to prairie and woodland! 


The music festival idea has given point and purpose to man’s urge to | 


vocalize the finer aspects of his emotional existence and experience. The 
remarkable growth of that-idea in prairie communities, indicated in the con- 
sistent expansion of the festivals, is one of the most reassuring: eyidences 
of the enduring quality of the social organization these communities reflect. 
The joy of singing and the love of music, emotions néver realized nor appre- 
clated to the full unless they are shared, are infallible knitters of closer 
ties.of friendship and fellowship. .The association thus cemented inures to 
a deeper sense of that brotherhood of man which makes the whole world kin. 

Song is of the heart and of the spirit-—-a weaver of the very fabric of 
community life. Music symbolizes the harmony of which that life is com- 
pact and without which it cannot long survive. It is significant that visitors 
to rural communities of the prairie west have been struck with the fulness 
of the social life obtaining in them, despite the lack of those adjuncts which 
are considered indispensable to the amenities of city life. This feature has 
been remarked upon particularly in relation to the remoter communities 
where residents have learned to rely upon their own resources and their 
own proclivities for social organization, and where, in co-operative en- 
deavor, they have managed to add spice and variety to their ordinary 
routine. i ; 

Music and song have thus become the greatcst adjutants of peace and 
contentment among the scattered communities of the far-flung prairies. 
They have contributed greatly towards the alleviation of the pangs of dis- 
appointment. They have: made hardship less onerous, reaction less disrup- 
tive. These annual festivals, bringing, as they do, urban and rural dwellers 
of kindred tastes together, and demonstrating, as they do, a heritage com- 
mon to the divers peoples composing the population of the western 
provinces, are contributing much towards developing that fellowship 
which, wider than the communal, reaches through the provincial into 
the national life. :

Moscow Experts Studying: Records 
Taken In Stratosphere Flight 

Remarkable evidence of changes of 
color in the sky at different altitudes 
in the stratosphere is one of the. re- 
sults which have been obtained by 
the experts’ in Moscow who are 
studying the records left by the crew 
of the Soviet stratosphere balloon 
Stratostat which erashed after reach- 
ing the record height of over 13 miles. 

Investigations are being carried on 
under thé dirgetion of M.’Thomson, 
the senior-scientific worker of the 
Central Weather Bureau: The gon- 
dola of the Stratostat carried num- 
‘erous instruments for making auto- 
matic observations at various periods’ 
of the ascent and descent. 

Among the data on which the ex- 
perts have been working are twelve 
photographs taken at different alti- 
tudes, and twenty-seven spectrum 
observations. 

The results of the preliminary in- 
vestigations are stated to show that 
the sky gradually changes color as 
follows: 5.28 miles, marine blue; 
6.83 miles, dark blue; 8.08 miles, 
dark violet; 11.81 miles; dark violet 
marine; 13.05 miles, dark violet grey; 
13.67 miles, black grey. 

This evidence bears out . observa- 
tions made by Professor Piccard, the 
Belgian balloonist, and also by the 
crew of the Soviet Stratostat U.S.- 
S.R., which made a previous high 
record attempt, who recorded that 
the sky at 11.81 miles high was ‘very 
dark violet.” 

The experts state that valuable 
records of sky colors were made by 
M. Vassenko up .to the time when 
disaster overtook the balloon, at a 
height, apparently, of 7.46 miles on 
the downward descent.

THE WHEAT PROBLEM 
MUST BE SOLVED. 

The London Wheat Conference re- 
convenes this week. Its basis is the 
recognized fact that production and 
distribution of wheat mist be sci- 
entifically coritrolled on a world-basis. 

Unless the major wheat-producing 
countries agree on the quantities of 
wheat they will each export, and im- 
porting countries will co-operate by 
not increasing present wheat acreage, 
there will increase to insupportable 
bounds the already ‘heavy surplus of 
unexportable wheat in the great pro- 
ducing countries. 

There will be added hardship for 
wheat farmers, and further depres- 
sion for all other countries, depend- 
ent on the primary one of this vast 
branch of agriculture. 

It is a world affair in which West- 
ern ‘Canada is almost tragically con- 
cerned. ees 

A delicate situation confronts the 
London Wheat Conference. 

Following negotiations started in 
1933 to cope with the menace to 
prices of the huge surpluses of the 
world’s great wheat-producing areas, 
22 countries reached tentative agree- 
ment to abide by mutual decisions. 

1. Canada, Australia, United States, 
Argentina and Russia agreed to 
adopt quotas limiting the amount 
of wheat exported for two years; 
. Importing countries, mainly in 
Europe, agreed not ‘to increase 
wheat acreage further, nor to in- 
crease wheat production by gov- 
ernmental aid; 

. They agreed to foster increased 
consumption of wheat’ in every 
possible way; 

. They agreed to begin to lower 

. tariffs on wheat when the inter- 

national price reached, and had 

been maintained for 16 weeks, a 

gold price of 63.02 cents a bushel 

(about 92 cents Canadian mone- 
ey); 
5. They agreed to accompany tariff 
reductions with ' modifications in 
‘such restrictions as milling quot-

obstacles. 

That purpose must be achieved if 
the world is to rescue farmers from 
bankruptcy and save them from ulti- 
matte peonage and ruin. . , 

‘The aim of gontrol ‘in “Wheat dis- 
tribution” is control in “wheat pro- 
duction”; it is believed that farmers 
in the exporting countries, faced with 
the knowledge that only so much can 
be sold abroad, will voluntarily re- 
strict the quantity produced; but, be- 
cause of the restriction on exports, 
will at the same time obtain higher 
prices for their lesser production, 

Wheat prices have fallen to dang- 
erously uneconomic levels since 1928, 
to levels at which the farmer is pov- 
erty-stricken and thus unable to take 
his place as a purchaser in indus- 
trial markets because the glut of 
wheat produced — unfair CO ein 
underselling. 

Canada, for instance, at July, 1933, 
had a record carry-over of 212 million 


bushels four major exporting countries 


had a combined carry-over at. that 
date of 783000,000 ‘‘bushels—and a 
wheat acreage which had increased 


‘from 22,055,710 acres in 1924 to more 


than 27,000,000 acres in 1938. 

And with this increase in acreage 
and carry-over prices fell in Canada 
from well over $1 in 1929 to 51¢ in 
1980 38c in 1931 34c in 1932. 

Wheat is a vital influence in determ- 
ining the, direction of Canada’s eco- 
nomic life; and for this main reason, 
the Dominion was a-contracting party 
to the world wheat agreement. 

ituation is so critical, be- 
cause he dependence of the indus- 
trial community as a whole on the 
welfare of the agricultural section, 
that the. resumed London Wheat Con- 
ference must be successful in its plans 
to institute world distribution of 
wheat and raise prices for his product 
to the farmer. 
. The world has some 300,000,000 acres 
in. wheat. The ‘London © Conference 
wants to reduce it to a point that will 
bring the carry-over down to normal 
of aboute250,000,000 bushels, 

That.is only half its task. The 
other half is to bring the billion of 
non-wheat eating people in Asia into 
the market: It cannot be done: at 
once. But this London ‘Conference can 
be the start. 

Controlled acreage and _ higher 
prices are the present desired se- 
quence. But ultimately wheat must 
have a whole-world rather than a 
half-world: market—Vancouver Sun.
